1. PRES AND MRS WILLIAM R. TOLBERT, IR AND PARTY OF SOME 
30 LIBERIAN OFFICIALS LEFT LESOTHO JULY 4 AT END OF FOUR- 

DAY STATE VISIT WHICH CONSIDERED QUITE SUCCESSFUL BY LESOTHO 
GOVERNMENT. 

2. IN SERIES OF SPEECHES AND TOASTS. PRES TOLBERT'S THEME 
WAS NEED FOR "UNIFIED, WHOLESOME, FUNCTIONING" SOCIETY AT 
NATIONAL AS WELL AS GLOBAL LEVEL. HE EMPHASIZED LIBERIA'S 
SYMPATHY FOR LESOTHO'S PLIGHT IN ITS PARTICULAR GEOGRAPHIC 
SITUATION AND ASSURED PEOPLE OF LESOTHO THEY WERE CON 
SIDERED BROTHERS BY PEOPLE OF LIBERIA, REPEATING SEVERAL
